Subject : I. Amendment to Rule 8, Chapter II, Part VI. 

At its ln c t meeting in February, 1991 the Council has 
amended the Rule referred to above as set out in the following 
Resolution : — 

RESOLUTION NO. 12/1991 

“RESOLVED that the proviso to Rule 8 in Chapter IT, 
Part VI, be amended as follows i — 

The words "in a matter affecting the affairs’’ occurring 
in the proviso be deleted and the words "on behalf’ be 
substituted. The amended proviso will read as 
follows 

"Provided that this Rule shall not apply to such a 
member appearing as “amicus curiae” or without a fee 
on behalf of a Bar Council, Incorporated Law Sccjety 
or a Bar Association". 

II. Amendment of Rule 6, Part VI, Chapter II. 

At the last meeting the Council also amended Ru’e 6,

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8. No amendment of the provisions of the Group Insurance 
Scheme shall be made without the prior approval of the 
Regional Provident Fund Commissioner concerned and where 
any amendment is likely to affect adversely the intorcst 
of the employees, the Regional Provident Fund C m- 
missjoner shall before giving his approval, give a reasonable 
opportunity to the employee to explain their point of 
view. 

9. Where for any reason, the empoyecs of the said estab¬ 
lishment do not remain covered under the Group Insurance 
Scheme of the Rife Insurance Corporation of India as already 
adopted by the said establishment, or the benefits to the
